A Letter from the Library Director 


Greetings to all Lake Bluff Residents and the Library Community: 


Highlights: Survey Results, Long Range Planning, 
Online 24/7 Reference Resources, News 


We wanted to give some top line results from the survey we sent you in 
September. Here are four key findings with implications. Of those who 
answered: 

1) Virtually everyone used the library, with 8-in-10 using it at least once a 
month. 

2) Everyone (97%) agreed that the staff was helpful and courteous. 

3) The hours of service met the needs of 79%. 

4) There is indication that the facility exterior is positively perceived by 8-in- 
10, but significantly fewer (6-in-10 or less) feel positively about the interior 
elements--lighting, seating, layout and acoustics. 


These findings confirm that our staff is cherished, and our hours meet the needs 
of most. We are used for obtaining materials, Internet access, programs and 
more. Indications for the 35-year old facility, created before automation, suggest 
that further study is warranted. We wish to see how the interior might be made 
more functional for today's library users. 


The library will be working on a five-year plan, using this study and other 
information. We welcome your comments.
